alae Reference is made to Bureau Bulletin No. 42, Series 1947, 
dated July 30, 1947, Section (B), which advises that all reports 
concerning flying diecs should be investigated by field offices. 


Prior to the receipt of these instructions, two instances 
were Called to the attention of this office concerning flying discs. 
One report was received July 7, 1947, the details of which are set 
forth in Milwaukee letter to the Bureau dated July 8, 1947, entitled, 
"Flying Discs or Saucers, Miscellaneous, Telephone Call from Mr. 
Fletcher at the Bureau at 8:30 a.m., 77-47." No investigation was 
conducted concerning this report. 


ae The second report was receivel by this office at 1:20 pem. 
3 July 11, 1947, [a who is in| 
Dae, charge of the Civil Air Fatrol Wisconsin, an auxiliary of the 


Army Air Forces. On that occasion AMRRecaliing fron 
Black River Falls, Wisconsin, telephonically advised this office that 
an object in the shape of a diac, nineteen inches in diameter had been 
found July 10, 1947, by one QMMmcity electrician on the Jackson 
County fairgrounds, near Black River Falls, Wisconsin, about 3:30 p.2. 
The disc might be made of a substance sich as cardboard covered by a Te. 
silver airplane dope material. The contraption has a small wooden tail 
like a rudder in the back and inside of the disc is what appears to be 
an ROA photo-electric cell or tube. Also inside the disc is a little 
electric motor with a shaft running to the center of the disc. At one 
end of the shaft is a very smail propeller. In 
opinion that contraption might possibly have been made by some juvenile. 
stated that he desired to return the contraption to 

Milwaukee and eventually turn it over to the Army Atr Forces, but that 

. the finder, apparently wanted to get some publicity on his 
find and wanted it returned to hin.

On the evening of July 9, 1947, a report was received at the Los 
"Angeles Office that a so-called "flying disc" had landed in the vicinity of 
Radford and Magnolia Streets in North Hollywood, California, the contraption 
being briefly described as approximately 30 inches in diameter, ali métal, : 
disc shaped, and having a radio antenna, It was reported to have burst into 
flames upon landing. At the time of the report the disc was being held at 
the Valley Fire Department in Van Nuys, California. 


S\ QE went to the fire department immediately at 
which time it was found that a number of pecple had gathered including newse 
paper reporters and photographers who were taking pictures of the disc. 
Battalion Fire Chief CER 2552 Agent that at approximately C. 
10:30 P.M., an unknown woman called on the telephone and excitedly reportedW / © 
that the disc had dropped into her garden where it began to flame, her 
residence being located at 11858 Magnolia Boulevard, North Hollywood. A 
fire department truck was sent there and put out the flaming object with the 
fire hose, after which the object was taken to the fire station. SA 
thereafter arranged to transport the disc to the office, 


The device is briefly described as consisting of two convex steel 
discs approximately 2 feet in diameter, fused together at the outer edge 
and fastened together in the center by a holiow cylindrical connection. 4 
vertical galvanized iron fin was screwed to the top of the disc, and a short 
length of pipe closed at one end ran from the outer circumference into the 
interior of the contraption. What appeared to be a radio tube was installed 
in the center of the top side. The contraption had a total weight of 


approximately 20 pounds,

It is felt that the situation regarding these flying saucers and 
flying discs is very similar to the situation which was previously encountered 
ty the Bureau during the past war in handling complaints arising out of the 
sighting of Japanese baloons. You will recall that at the inception of these 
complaints the Bureau conducted considerable investigation and located numerous 
baloons as a cooperative measure for the Arny and that after considerable work 
had been done, the Army then informed that these were military weapons and that 
they would take over the handling of these completely. This they did and in an 5 
extremely short time issued 45 big press release as to the splendid work of: the 
Army in locating these Japanese baloons. From the information available thus 
far, it does not appear that these discs should be treated other than as a 
military weapon. Certainly the Bureau has no way to determine what experiments} ’ 
the Army and Navy are conducting and whether such might be arising out of 
ee being conducted by them nor do we have any way of determining how i 
“far the Russians have progressed in certain experiments and thether such aight ; 
‘be the results of experiments by the Russian Army. It short, it would cértainly ry

Furthor, the atten- 
tion of the Bureau is respectfully called to paragraph two of this letter 
end to the last sentence therein which states, "The services of the FBI were 
enlisted in order to relieve the numbered Air Forces of the task of tracking 
down all the many instarices which turned out to be ash can covers, toilet 
seats and whatnote® 


In the first place, the instructions issued by the Army Air Forcas 
in this letter eapnear to limit the type of investizations which the Bureau

He advised that Air Force reseorch has indicated that the te 
sightings of flying saucers goes back several centuries and 
. that the nunber of aightings reported vartes with the amount 
; of pudlicity. He advised that immediately tf publictty appears 
in newspapera, the number of sightings reported increases 
considerably and that citizens tmmediately eall in reporting 
stohtings watch oceurred several months previously. Commander 
Boy? stated that these reported sightings of Plying saneers 
are placed into three clasatfications by Air Intelligence:

{2} Those sightings which are reported by citizens wha 
claim they have seen flying saucers from the ground. 
These sightings vary tai description, color and speeds, 
Very little eredenee t3 given to these sightings 
jnusmuch as tn most tustences they are belteved te be 
imaginative or came expiataabie object which actually 
ercvased through the sky. 


(2) Sightings reportet by cormerctal or nilttary 
pilots, These stghtings cre considered more credible 
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by the Air Force tnaamich as cemaercial er military 
pilets are experienced in the air and are not 

expected to see objects whith are entirely tuaginative, 

in each of these instances, the indtvidual who reports 

the stohting is thoroughly interutewed by a representative 
of Air Intelligence so that a complete desoriptton of 

the object sighted can be obtatned. 


(2) Those sightings which are reported by pilots and. 
for which there ts addittonal corroboration, such 8. 
recording by radar er stghting from the, ground, 
Gomnander Boyd advised that this latter classification 
constitutes two or three per cent of the total aumbder 
of sightings, but that they are the most credible 
reporte recetved and are difficult to explain. Sone 
of these stghtings are eriginally reported from the 
ground, then are observed by pilots tn the atr and then 
are picked up by radar instruments. He stated that tn 
these instances there is no doubt that these individuals 
reporting the sightings actually did see something tn 
the sky. Wowever, he explained that these objects could 
still be natural phenomena and still could be recorded 
on radar if there wog some electrical disturbance in the 


SEY. 


He stated that the flying saucers are most srequently 
chserved in Greas where there is heavy atr traffic, auch oa 
Bashington, DCs, and New York City. He advised, however, that 
some reports are received from other parts of the country « 
coutring the entire United States and that sightingshave.also 
recently been reperted as far distant o8 Acapulco, Mexico; 
korea and French Morocco. He advised that the sightings 
reported in the last classification have never heen satisfactorily 
explained. He pointed outs howcuers that t4 ts still possible 

that these objects may be a natural phenomenon or sone type 

of atmospherteal disturbance. He advised that tt is not 
entirely imposstble thet the objects sighted may posatbly be_

(3) The velocity determined for the fireball of December ]2 is

; I am giving you entirely a free hand, as you will undoubtedly try to 

: attain the greatest possible profit. 


And now, dear Mr. QQggy I am taking the liberty of telling 
you something about an invention which the entire world wants to have. 
(I am only writing the most important facts.) Before the war I intended 
to make a toy, something which flies, and purely accidentally I discovered 
a hitherto unknown aerodynamic law. I experimented further. I improved 
2 and informed several comrades. They were enthused and emigrated to 
$ South America. There they tried it on their own responsibility. People 
: were killed and they failed to perfect the incomplete invention. They 
approached me again. As they were only artisans, these flying machines 
were, of course, built primitively, Tne first experiments to fly with 
a motorcycle motor attained the result of 250-300 lan. Not bad for the 
years 1938-39! ith a powerful motor they then flew 2600-2800 Im. 
(hour kilometers). 
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After the war they came to me again and told me about their 
misfortune, that about 60% of all flights had been fatal. To make : 
it very clear, they wanted to find out how I construct my flying 
apparatuses, Lecause with a device, which endangers lives,they could 
not, of course, appear before the public, and, therefore, all this is 
still, so to speak, a private secret. In America, this flying 
machine is called "flying saucer," and since among my former comrades 
@ quarrel broke out and they distrust each other and none of them has 
the intelligence, which this invention demands, they have not progressed 
over there. 


I imagine that they have stubbornly adhered to some construction, 
that is, become involved in it that they cannot advance. It has taken 
me years to reach the point where J can already say with respect to the 
construction plan that. now the machine issafe for flying. Thereby I 
am losing, however, some speed, but, in return for it, safety is secured 
and this is the main thing. This machine is so very simple in its 
construction that, if one gives me an engineer and experts, I can build 
this apparatus in 5 to 6 weeks at the most (but only experinentally 
for a crew of 1 to 3 men). Then this machine attains, with an automobile 
motor of 80 to 120 h.p. about 700 to 1,000 kn. If a firm would exist, 
which does not shun the costs, J can, because of the simple constriction 
of the machive, build the first machine imnediately in such a manner that 
it exceeds the 2000 kn. limit per hour. 


Because of the new aerodynamic law it is possible without 
any difficulty (everything without propellers) to reach such speeds. 
Now the idea has come to me to build some kind of popular flying machine : 
which is cheaper than an automobile. One does not need any 
starting or landing strip and one would have a travelling speed of 
about 500 to 700 kn. per hour. I believe that America would be the 


. most favorable place in the world for it. You will now,understand that I 


an very anxious to establish contact with a firm which is greatly 
interested in this invention. But as I have no knovledge of English, 
it is for me, from the very beginning, an affair which “will come to 
nothing, If you, dear ir. QMR can start the matter, you will not 
have done it in vain. 1 am not nigrardiy and besides I want to go 
to the U. S. A. to realize there a still larger project for which J 
need co-workers. The circular flying machines shall bring me the money 
for my further future plans, for I believe popular flying machines, 
according to my model and besides 100% safe from crash, will be a 
gigantic business. I do not know the magnates over there; perhaps 
HENRY FORD or an airplane factory, possibly a helicopter lant would 


be interested in it.

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But I shall announce the names of my comrades only after 
{ I have received a contract pertaining to license or gratuities and 
#7 after my arrival in the U. S, However, it must be added that I shall 
34 not lay out the money for the passage if some firm accepts me for the 
construction of the flying machines. But in addition to all that I - 
need someone mio lives over there and who knows the English language, 
and now I am asking you, my dear kir. QM whether youc an 
function as my manager as they say in the U. S. A. Well, you know 
that the manager receives paynent, and I velieve that you will 
enjoy working with me later on inventions when I am over there. 
Incidentally I mention that I took a course as a chemist.({The "Do" - 
apparatuses, later called fog = or rocket-missiles, originated with me 
and also many other things.) I hope that you can decipher my 
hieroglyphic script. Such small writing is not in my line. So that — 
you may see that I am not exaggerating, I declare upon oath that the

everything is defective, exectly as with the Lnglish. —- Example: 
Already a long time ago I wrote 2 or 3 letters to the U. S. authorities 
at Salzburg and I was in Salzburg myself during the past year, but 
everything wes in vain. - At the most; in response to my letters, acme 
Russian agent comes; that is all. When I wrote in Switzerland at 
first to President TKUMAN and then to President EISENHOWER through an 
official bureau, also everything was of no avail. In the end, always 
Russian agents come. In May 1953, a big dirty pig errived who wanted to 
make me believe that he would take me in an automobile to the emigration: 
office for Austrians in switzerland. He enraged me to such an extent that 
I hit him in the face with my fist. But he hed also helpers and I am 
not. sure how it ended. JI awoke,lying on the ground, and all had disappeared. 
Several days ago 4 man approached me at my working plece who only pointed 
a finger upon me, saying: “You!" When I looked at him; he quickly ran 
away. I could not recognize him, but seemingly he knew me. - But 
the English are even more stupid. I wrote to the local city commendant's 
office about my invention (just like to you} but no reply came. When 
at one time I accidentally listened to “Radio Canada," I learned about 
my statements. Those people said that one had finally succeeded (possibly 
Scotland Yard) to obtain exact date on the German flying saucers and 
that one would, therefore, establish a research station in Canada with 
English experts, etc. I wondered whether the entire world had gone crazy. 
I offer my invention for sale, and those people make such a noise about itl 
They will never perfect the machine without my data. Well, I let you 
know that I am somewhat in the bad books here; strictly speaking since 1937, 
because of our eagle, also called misfortune. Our coat of arms, the bird

In writing to you who directs the influential Office of 
Investigation which has international connections, I would like to 
state the following: 


1°) - I had the opportunity to read in a "Chilean" police magazine, in 
the section entitled, "Perfect Escapes," the escape of Dr. LINKE 

(42. years old, widower, who sometime in 1950, in London, was arrested 
on the 8th floor of the Building of Departments (7). The reason for . 
his detention wes his possible collaboration with VLADIMIR VLASAY in 
“divulging to foreign goverrments English aviation secrets". ) 


In his attempt to get away, which occurred between ) and 5 
in the morning, a strange thing happened, “when the police came near 
the 8th floor, the whole building became dark, the elevators stopped 
and the telephones and loudspeakers became silent. When the police 
arrived on the 8th floor with their flash lights, they inne diately 
went off. (Nevertheless, he was arrested at 6 A.M.). 


b) Dr. LINKE escaped from the Kent Prison (a few ane after 
he was imprisoned) and according to statements of the author of the 
‘article, which should be accurate, he did it in the following manner: 
Between 12 midnight and 2 A.M., in rainy weather, Dr. JULIUS LINKE 
disappeared under the following circumstances: the electricity, elevators, 
telephones, and flash lights of the guards would not function. 
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According to tha article, among othe statenents of the 
guards, was the fact that between midnight and 2 o'clock rain fell 
in torrents and for a few moments there was complete darkness because 
the lights went off. A guard tried to ring the alarm which would set 
off the siren, and it did not work; he yelled to another guard but did 
mot get an answer, and his voice sounded very "distant"; although he 
tried to warn his chiefs personally, he could not run or even walk 
fast (he had to walk slowly). 


2°), A little before the fall of Berlin, "the motors of autos and 
trucks stopped unexpectedly," without any apparent explanation; after

«? 3° = about three months ago I read in a local newspger about the *fliying 
{ saucers," with the reservation that perhaps they would be speculating 
about the flying saucers; however, it is undeniable that they were 
telling the truth. It stated thet, according to the article from a 
news agency, an officer and his associate who were flying a plane saw 
a "flying saucer." They followed it, but it, as in previous cases, 
whirled about and could not be reached. However, the flying saucer flew 
very high end then it began a rapid descent; it stopped a few seconds 
on the officer's airplane, paralizing the motors of the airplane, 
(according to statements of the aviators). Later the disk flew very 
hign and was let from view, and the aizplene motors began working. 


Any inference from the above statements — according to my 
way of thinking, -- that these facts may appear to be imaginary, is 
dispelled by the statements of various witnesses on each occasion, and 
therefore they are "scientific" facts. . 


If on two occasions paralization of electricity occurred, as 
well as what we may call paralization of vital forces (in the case of 
the guerds), and in said cases "the interference of one person," 

Dr. LINKE, is inferred, why could not Dr. LINKE also be .onnected with 
the other two cases (2 ard 3)? 


It may be that all this is not in any way related and that the 
flying saucers are nothing more than what has been given as a scientific 
explanation, but the “strange force," about which our ancestors have not 
spoken to us in history, we cannot deny. - 
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I sutmit for your full consideration all I have said, my . 
only motive being "human interest for human affairs" and sy desire for 
the progress of humanity, for a good future full of dignity and 
cosmic evolution.

BACKGROUND: 


You will recali that Air Intelligence has previously 
Kept the Rureau advised regarding developments pertaining to Air 
Intelligence research on the flying saucer problem. Air Intelligence 
has previously advised that all research pertaining to this problem 
ts handled by the 4ir Technical “Intelligence Center located at 
Wright-Patterson Air_Force Base, Dayton, Ohio; that approrimately 
90 per cent of the reported sightings of flying saucers can be 
discounted as products of the tmagination and as ervlainable objects 
such @s weather balloons, etce, dbut that a small percentage of 
extremely creditable sightings have been unerplainable. 


DETAILS: 


Colonel C. Me Young, Executive Officer to Major General 
John As Sanford, Director of Intelligence, Air Force, advised on 
October .23, 1952, that another recent ertremely creditable sighting 
had been reported to Air Intelligence. A. Navy photographer, while 
traveling across the United States in his own car, saw a number of 
objects _in the sky which appeared to be flying saucers. He took 
approrimately thirty-five feet of motion-picture film of these 
objects. He voluntarily submitted the fiim to Air Intelligence who 
had it studieg by the Air Technical Intelligence Center. Experts 
at the Air Tethnical_Intelligence Center have advised that, after 
careful study, there were as many as twelve to sixteen flying objects 
recorded on_ this film; that the possibility of weather balloons, 
clouds or other ezplainable objects has been completely ruled out;

2. ATIC did not in any way indicate to that the 
FRI has an interest in flying saucers. Furthermore, Captain 
Ruppelt stated that the FBI to his knowledge has never been called 
upen to furnish reports on‘flying saucers. ATIC is under the 
impression that SRM made the story up or picked it up from 
a magazine or newspaper article sometime back that definitely 


was not associated with their organization. 
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3. ATIC suggests that you check further with Mr. Al Chop, 
Office of Public Information, and perhaps he can supply you with 
the information you have requested.

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The following information concerning Air Force investigations of unusual 
aerial phenomena is submitted in answer to your request, 


In the Fall of 1947 the United Stetes Air Force took official notice of 
reports of so-called “flying saucers” becanse the reporta from the publio 
indicated that the problem might be related to the Air Force responsibility for 
the air defense of the United States. 


On December 30, 19k7 the Air Force dtrected its Afr Materiel Command, at 
Wright~Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio, to set up a project to collect and 
evaluate all available facts concerning "flying saucer” sightings. 


To perform this task the Air Materiel Command obtained the services of 
civilian and military estronomers, psychologists, electronic specialists, 
meteorologists, aeronautical engineors, and physicists. 


On December 27, 1949, after 375 reported sightings had been investigated, the 
Air Force, with ths concurrence of the Army and the Navy, announced the findings 
of the “flying saucer" project. 


The evidence at that time indicated that the majority ofthe reports of 
unidentified flying’ objects could be accounted for aa misinterpretatieng of 
various conventional objecta, a mild form of hysteria, meteorologiaal phenomena, 
light aberrations, or bosxes, 


There remained, however, a number of unexploined sightings, and the Alr 
Force has continued its investigations inasmuch as it is an Air Force responsi- 
bility to identify and analyze aerial phenomena that could possibly be a menace 
to the United States. 


Subsequent to December 1949, these inveatigations have been conducted as 


a normal intelligence function, rather than a special project, by the Air 
Technical Intelligence Center, Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Payton, Ohio. 
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To date, the Air Force has undertaken to investigate and analyze about 
1500 reports dealing with these phenomena. As befors, most of the rcports vere 
identified and disposed of as friendly aircraft erroneously reported, known 
electronic and meteorological phenomena, light aberrations, hoaxes, and other 
known natural occurrences or man-made objects. 


The unexplained reports, however, which are in the order of 20 percent of 
the total, cannot be definitely associated with these familiar things. 


Difficulty in Evaluating Reports 





Tne difficulty in disposing of these unexplained reports is based largely 
upon the insufficiency of accurate basic data such as size, shape, composition 
and flight charactoristice (speed, acceleration, altitude, exact maneuver pattern, 
etc.) of the objects. 


Although some instruments which are useful in obtaining more accurate data 
ef this type have been available, the reports based on sightings with theae 
instruments have been very infrequent and comprise an extremely small percentage 
of the total, Moreover, oven these reports have not included much of the 
information required. 


Because of tho inadequacy of this basic data, the Air Forco has in the past 
devoted its efforts primarily to determining whether these unexplaincd sightings 
indicated the existence of a menace to the Unitod States. Initially it was 
believed thet some pattern might evolve from the study of a large volume of 
reports. To date, no pattern has materialized to reveal anything whatsoever 
which can de interpreted as indicative of purpose or consistency or which can be 
construed as a menace to the United States. Nonetheless, since these unexplained 
sightings persist, the Air Force will continue its investigations, giving the 
problem adequate but not frantic attontion. 


It {8 now felt, however, that reports from poople whose training and 
experience in observing acrial objects qualify thom to obtain essountial data 
are the only ones likely to produce material suitable for systematic analysis. 
The Air Force ia planning to provide additional tools to help these observers 
obtein the basic data it needs. 


Reports of similar phenomena go back to Biblical times, There have been 
flurrices of them in various centurios, The current series of sightings began 
generally in 1946, 


There aro many reasons why the volumo of these reports has increascd 
materially during tho past fow years. Aerial activity originated by mean has 
increased, and poople today have a greater curiosity about thia activity than 
pefore. Also, our prescnt officiont communication facilitios and news media 
provide an incentive for reporting unusual observations, for publicizing thom 
and for recording them. However, tho ability to meaeuro these phenomena doce ~ 
not acem to have advanced in stop with opportunitics for observing them. Tho 

_Air Force belicves that moat of these phenomena will gradually be understood 
es more is known about occurrences in the upper atmosphore. 
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Source of Reports 


The majority of reports of serial phonomona have come from civilians. About 
8 percent come from civil airlines pllots, while approximately 25 percent aro 
reported by military peragonnol. Reports have been received also from hignly 
qualified scientists, Although primary eignificance is attached to reporve from — 
qualified observers, there is no intention to discredit untrained observes. 


Tne Air Force has received many reports of umsual imagos on radar acopos. 
Tt is fairly well cotabliahed that some of thesc images are ground objects 
reflected from a layor of warm air above the carth (a temporature inversion). 


Tompsrature inversion reflections can givo a return on a radar scope that 
is as sharp as that received from an aircraft, Spoed ranges of these returns 
are reportedly from zero to fantastic spoods. The “objecte" algo appear to move 
in all directions, 

Such radar sightings have resulted in hundreds of fruitless intercept 
efforts. 


One eciontifice theory holds that light can bo similarly reflected from a 
layer of warm air abovo the earth and, if proven to be correct, this could 
account for some visual sightings. 


Bearing out the theory of tomperaturo inversion reflection is an incident 
which occurred in January 1951 near Oakridgo, Tenncssco. Two Air Force aircraft 
attenpted to intercept an unidentified “objoct" and actully esteblished a radar 
“lock” on the object. Their altitudo at the time was 7,000 fect. The unidentifier 
object, according to their radar, cppoarcd to be at an clevation of ton to 25 
degreea. Three posses were made in an attempt to cloge on the objoct. In cach 
instance the pilots reported thet thoir radar led them first upward and thon 
down toward o apecific point on the ground. 


Tonized clouds are believed to be the causo of some unidcntifiod radar 
returns. Thunderstorm activity ia idontifiable by radar, and radar is used for 
the purpose of avoiding thunderstorms, In addition, radar hae picked up many 
objects first reported an "unidentifiod phenomena" which were lator identified 
es aircraft, birds, balloons, ice formations in the air, or othor mown serial 
objocts or manifcetations,

Methods of Evilusting 

The first ctcp in evaluating sichtings of unugual acrial phcnonzcne is to 
collect all evcilable deta and check it against smown airborne objccts such es 
balloons, aircreft, miosiles, motcors, and weathcor phenoncna, If still uncoxplained, 
reports from relicble sources, vith sifficiont detalles, arc turncd over to 
Bpeciclistsa in various scicntific fields for further anclysis. 


Futuro Plans for Fyaluating 


As ateted enriier, therc is 2 need for bottor reports from trained obsorvers 
woing adequste cquipment. The Air Force intends to implemont its present study 
with instmusnto wherever possible, 


The recont dovelepmant of special photographic equipment may make it possible 
to gether data hithcrts unobtainablo through ordinary photographic methods. This 
equipment consists of a Mfffraction grating camera which sepsratoo light into ita 
component parts (spectrum) and registers then on film, The principle involvod is 
thet usod by astronomcrs in dotcrmining the conposition of tho stars. In this 
menner fir Force sciontiots ray be able to dctcrminc the chaructoristico of the 
phononen? and subsequently identify the source. 


Another proposal involves the use of a continuously operating Schmict 
telescope cquipped with 2 cancrea., This telcoscope has 2 wide aperture lcna ond 
4s capable of covering s cone of 150 dcgrecs or neorly the whole sky from horizon 
to horizon. This equipmont will mke it possibic to gct on ao serica of photo- 
graphic platos a completo record of whit happens in the sky ct nicht.

Moon” would work; it wouldn't, they 
decided. “Vhe supposition that interplian- 
etary craft were Whizzing in at us was 
also discredited, despite its popularity 
with laymen. Space ships, the scientists 
thought, would have to be so large and 
unwieldy that they couldan’t possibly zig- 
zag as frivolously as the reported saucers 
did. Besides, a space ship, regardless of its 
size, could not, in the opinion of these 
men, carry sufficient fuel to remain far 
any length of time in the carth’s dense 
atmosphere. ‘The scientists noted, too, 
that the suppased spacemen showed a re- 
markable Jack of interest in the rest of 
the world, being, it would seem, almost 
unanimous fn their desire to see America 
first.

bright lights that resemh  ¢ 
shooting stars, but three af them — <re 
meving horizuntally, unlike any shoot- 
ing star he Lad ever seen. Another com- 
mercial pilot who was reached in flight 
nearby said that he saw a light off his 
left wing; Barnes found a corresponding 
pip on the radarscope. Other pilots in the 
vicwity reported, however, that they 
could see nothing unusual. Toward 
daybreak, ten peculiar pips were counted 
sunultanceusly on Barnes’ screen. 
“There is no other conclusion J can 
reach but that for six hours on the 
marning of the twentieth of July there 
were at least ten unidentifiable objects 
maving above Washington,” Barnes 
wrote. ““Fhey were not ordinary air- 
esaft.... Nor in my opinion could any 
natural phenomena account for these 
spots on our radar, Neither shooting 
stars, electrical disturbances, nor clouds 
could, either, Exactly what they are, F 
don’t know. Now you know as much 
about them as Ido. And your puess is 
as pood as amine,” 

A week dater, at 9:08 pam. on 
July 26th, the Air Route ‘Traffic Con- 
wol Center’s radarscope again showed 
unidentifiable objects aver Washing- 
ton. So did dhe screen at the Andrews 
Air Force Base, just outside the capi- 
wil, “Two jet interceptors, capable af 
doing six dutndred miles an hour, 
were dispatched from a hase near New 
Casth, Delaware, to investigate. When 
the interceptors appeared ‘on the radar- 
scopes, they were guided toward the 
vbjects. One of the pitots sighted 
four lights approximately ten miles 
in front of his plane and slightly above 
it, but they vanished while he was 
trying © overtake them. Twenty 
minutes later, he saw “a steady white 
hight,” but within a minute it, too, 
disappeared. “We have no evidence 
they were flying saucers,” an Air Force 
representative said later. “Conversely, 
we have no evidence they were not 
flying saucers, We don’t know what 
they were,” 

As a esult af these two incidents, 
perticularly he one invebving the inters 
ceptary, public agitation reached a new 
height. Phe Air Force was bunbarded 
with hundreds of ketters, telephone calls, 
and telegrams demanding information 
and offering advice. Onc of the smaller 
airlines supplied its crews with cameras 
and ordered them to photograph any 
saucers they encountered. A civilian 
wrote te the Air Force that he would 
Jet it in on “the secret” in return for a

“The General was reminded 
that many of the people who had told of 
seting the most spectacular things were 
considered the most reliable. He replied 
that he had nu intention of discrediung 
them, hut the fact remained that nance 
of them had offered data of the kind a 
scientist would find useful. An Air 
Force officer whom Gencral Sam- 
ford personally knew to be a com- 
petent witness had told him of scing 
a saucer in the Middle East. This 
man, too, had been unable to obtain ace 
curate measurements. “We have many 
reports from credible observers of in- 
credible things,” the General remarked, 

Like General Muorce, his predecessor 
in Project Saucer days, General Sam- 
ford denied that the Air Force was at- 
tempting to cover up secret experiments. 
When he was asked if the saucers might 
be the guided missiles of a farcign coun- 
try, he replied that he didn’t see how, on 
the basis of their weird performances, 
they could he untess “someone” had 
achieved a mens of developing unlim- 
ited power—“power of such fantastic 
higher Jimits that it is a theoretical un- 
Jimited; it’s not anything that we can 
understand” —-gnd utilizing it under 
conditions in which no mass is involved. 
As for the litter, the General told the 
press, drawing a Jaugh, “You know, 
what ‘no mass’ means is that there's 
nothing there.” 


HILE General Samford's inter- 

view probably reassured the pub- 
lic as evidence that the Air Force was 
still on the job, it did nothing to lessen 
the nation’s saucer-consciousness. “The 
reporters had hardly thanked the Gen- 
eral for his comments when, ont Aue 
wust Ist, a Coast Guard photographer 
produced a picture showing four bizarre 
lights burning brilliantly in a daylight 
sky. He said he had taken it over Salem, 
Miassichusetts. “he next day, a Flar- 
vard astrophysicist called the photograph 
worthless becuse Ht wis accompanicd by 
neo whontifie data, such as Cemperature 
distribution and altitude, On Aagust 
6th, an Army physicist at Fart Belvoir,

In 1958 we adopted the practice of once a year reviewing 
complaints received concerning existence of flying saucers for the 
purpose of determining whether instructions in addition to those 
already issued to the field were necessary. The last memorandum 
dated 10/2/62 pointed out that our policy concerning unidentified 
flying objects was to conduct no investigation when received in 

the field but the .field should submit the facts immediately to 

the Air Force. Our SAC Letters dated in 1949 and in 1952 emphasized 
the afore-mentioned policy and it does not appear that at this 

time further instructions to the field are necessary. 


During the past 12 months we have received no complaints 
regarding flying saucers and during the past 24 months only one 
complaint was received, the facts of which were immediately 
referred to the Air Force. 


ACTION: 


Since it does not appear that continuation of our yearly 


review of the flying saucer situation is warranted, no further 


analysis or review of matters coming within this field will be 
conducted in:‘the future.

On December 17, 1969 the Secretary of the Air Force 
announced the termination of Project Blue Book, the Air Force: 
program for the investigation of UFOs. ie 


The decision to discontinue UFO investigations was based 
on an evaluation of a report prepared by the University of 
Colorado entitled, "Scientific Study of Unidentified Fiying 
Objects;" a review of the University of Colorado's report by 
the National Academy of Sciences; past UFO studies; and Air 
Force experience investigating UFO reports during the past 
two decades. ; : 


As a result of these investigations and studies, and 
experience gained from investigating UFO reports since 1948, 
the conclusions of Froject Blue Book are: {(1) no UFO reported, 
investigated, and evaluated by the Air Force has ever given 
any indication of threat to our rational security; (2) there 
has been no evidence submitted to or discovered by the Air 
Force that sightings categorized as “unidentified” represent 
technological developments or principles beyond the range of 
present day scientific knowledge; and (3) there has been no 
evidence indicating that sightings categorized as “unidentified” 
are extraterrestrial vehicles. 


With the termination of Project Blue Book, the Air Force 
regulation establishing and controlling the program for invest- 
igating and analyzing UFOs was rescinded. All documentation 
regarding the former Blue Book investigation has been per~ 
manently transferred to the Modern Military Branch, National 
Archives and Records Service, 8th and Pennsylvania Avenue, _ 
Washington, D.C. 20408, and is available for public review 
and analysis. 


Attached for your information is the Project Blue Book 
sighting summary for the period 1947-1969. Also included ig . 
a@ listing of UFO-related materiale currently available. 


Since the termination of Project Blue Book, no evidence 
has been presented to indicate that further investigation of 
UFOs by the Air Force is warranted. In view of the consider- © 
able Air Force commitment of resources in the past, and the 
extreme pressure on Air Force funds at this time, there is 


no Likelihood of renewed Air Force involvement in this area.

Reports have come from Mexico eteting that a 
suge fireball crashed into @ mountain just before the 
disastrous earthquake there in Augie! of 1954, 

Recently several planet have reporiediy hit objects 
from space. Some have survived; others have tras- 
hed te their doom. Could they have crashed into 
some of the high-energy pocksis leit by cur explos- 
tone? 

Some of thease man-made asteroids burn and glow, 
and could be mistaken for ordinary meteorites. This 
may also be the answer io some of the fireballs that 
have been reported.

Ouring excavations at differant times in Japan 
archasologists found figurines {dogu) depicting a 
kind of human or anthropeld wm odd-iooking "space 
suite" and with heimets wholly covering their heads. 
Gna the helmets were visible marke of somathing like 
elit-type glasses, breath-fitters, entennes, hearing 
wide and even nightsight devices. 

Reviewing the faiest Soviel space achievements, 
the German magazine Freie Well in issue No. 12, 
1966, printed 2 selection of rock drawings and phot- 
egraphs of dogu under the humorous title, "Visiting 
Cards?", declaring thal such drawings and figurines 
might be construed as proof that the Earth was once 
visited by space beings.

ie autliguity aad the Middle Ages human imaginal- 
tor wae Beret ah wnuggal star, Aow belleved fo 
be ie Star of Bethieham. The star wae sleged to 
be able te moubd ant sia. 

From that totus dum te the Chistian Apoceypha- 
books banned by Church censorship from earvicus 
and religious reading. The Apocrypha reflects man's 
wiforts fo ezplain tee moat dramatic mysteries of tifa. 
These books. sometimes eatand in dime? contradiction 
gt Chorch-aporwaed taste, 

A fonillier one about early Chistianity is calied 
"The Tate About the Thres Magi”. The original vere- 
fon must have been written in Latin in the middle 
af the third century at tint earliest, and tater frane- 
lated imta many languages. A tSth-contury Byeio- 
Twasian iranelation made five cesturise before ta 
BPece wea contains a highly eeuaual interpretation of 
the tale, ‘The etar, R says, wae watched by. estron- 
enere. {this ta the actual word weed} in many Oriental 
pountties.

Even though science is no religion, #t ta, by nature 
of itt assumptions, ite application and its search for 
the truth, a sefligious function. The Crestor reveals 
Himeelf through His Creations. As Charies A. Coul- 
son says: "Science belps us to create @ picture of 
God". We must remember that science only axists 
because there are people, and its concepts exist 
only in people's whderstanding. Behind these con-

Here is a.book about “fiying saucers” which can 
Se of immense interest to both the econverted” and 
to the “open-minded”, to the lay-person looking for 
more corroboration to back up his beliefs in the 
reality of visiting space-ships, and to the technically- 
minded man who may well be rather surprited st the 
wealth of detail of a highly technica! nature imeluded 
in this. work. 

Leonard Cramp, who for many years has worked 
in both aerodynamics and, more cacently, with the 
new design principles of the Hovercraft, has succ- 
eeded in writing a bookunderstood. by any person 
of normal itelligence who can read the English 
language. 

"Piece For A Jig-saw" does, in truth, offer a piece 
- 8 very large piece - of that enigmatic jig-saw 
puzzle which has undulated and returned along 180 
degrees through head-lines of the world’s prese for 
the past 20 years. Cramp himsell has worked on 
material for this book for over half that time. Ht is 
12 years since he submitted to the public "Space, 
Gravity and the Flying Saucer’; - this book is a 
matural and elevating follow-up. 

Written in a style which is es open and as lacking 
in pomposity as the author himself, one finds a patt- 
am developing from each chapter to the. next, as he 
takes «a from his brief but concise “backgreund 
msterial” of orthodox asrodynemics, curves into 8s 
high trajectory through the experimental X-15 end 
the family of rockets, and into the deep biue. Gre 
is almost shocked to find with what ease Cramp 
brings us down — not in a capsule supporied by 
great billowing parachutes, but genily landing in a 
field, any field, ready for instant take-off to a far-off 
hovering mother-ship. 

At least, the mother-ship is there by implication, 
because Mr. Cramp, as he says, having “sat myself 
the fask of discovering the truth as an engineer”, 
arrives, after « volume full of investigation and ez- 
perimentation, at the iast chapter which is entitled: 
"Vindication OF A Scout Ship." 

The last paragraph of the second from lact chapter 
might well eum up a very large part of the UFO 
story. Ht atso. sums up the author, & man who succ- 
weeded in forming a large group of UFO enthusiasts 
from a very hard core of technology, men who knew 
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the piinciples Grvolved tn weightdiatti 2 C: 
sudace manipulation, Le. expert engiesers producing 
the revalutionary Movercrait. 

“Some of my readers wrll fave been way ahead 
of me in these past assessments and au doubt will 
have anticipated my oext intention. Yet others will 
bo «trifle enpatient that the following correlation 
should be made. But mut stress, t Gy very hard 
rot to be biased. science ia far more interesting 
teft as H is.

Thus. there exists great unexplored areas of res- 
earch with which science can come to grips and 
laarn from; and when, finally, these ara explained, 
the next natural step will be to learn how one can 
come to live without being “infected” by bacteria.

“inlect" our sister planets’ inhabitants. with our bac- 
teria. For a while yet we shall only find meteoriizss 
tha? originate from planets, comets or asteroids, and 
ice which falle from the foilst-systems of sirpianes.

THERE 1S LIFE IN SPACE! 


Chlorophyll, key compound of life on earth, exists 
abundantly in outer space. 

These findings have been reported to a galhering 
of experts on Astronomy and Biodynamice meeting 
at the University of Celiiomia at Berkeley by Or. 
Fred Johnson ef Electro-Optical Systems in Pasa- 
dona. 

Based on his findings, Or. Schason told the Berke- 
lay colloquium the possibility that man is hot alone 
in the universe is excellent. : 

The physicist, astronomer and biochemist told the 
Berkeley sassions, which opened Friday, that after 
13 years of research he hed been able to identify 
interstellar dust and had found it is composed larg- 
ely of the solid molecular substance chlorophyll and 
not ice or graphite as had been previously believed. 

"There is no reason to believe that we on this 
planet ere unique", Or. Johnson told the Herald- 
Examiner. “There is very good evidence, on the 
other hand, that there may be similar forms of life 
throughout the universe”. 

Orc. Johnson reported thai elthough interstellar dust 
ke very small with each grain having en sversge 
density of 10 to 26 grams per cubic centimeter, he 
speculates thet through condensalion thie duat even- 
tually forms meteorites which are densa enough to 
be attracted to « planet.

The book describes UFOs as polished metal objects, 
radiating heat and light (sufficient to have burned witnesses 
who were too near}, and emitting some force field that inter 
feres with electromagnetic instruments and power sources, 
Colors range from brilliant white to dull reds and brilliant 
orange. Some objects have carried blinking lights. There are 
three basic shapes: 1) zeppelin-shaped ships up to 300 feet 
Long; 2) disk-shaped objects ranging from a few feet in dia-~ 
meter to 100 feet, wlth many reported at shout 30 feet diameter; 
and 3) egg-shaped objects, which according to the author are 
the ones most recently sighted. 


According to the book, the objects move silently and 
attain fantastic speeds, yet can hover motionless in mid-air; 
they have been reported to land and to take off with great _ 
speed, usually with a burst of light from the underside, which 
in some cases has left the ground beneath them scorched, 


Many of the persons named in the book who have re- 
ported them are reliable individuals, including law enforce- 
ment officers, military personnel on official duty, military 
ptiots, commercial airline pliots, civilian defense officisis, 
ete. A number of photographs of the objects have been repro- 
duced in the book, some reportedly taken by reputable persons. 
Many reported sightings are from atomic and missile research 
areas.

Every ceport of a “fiying 
saucer” had ostensibly been 
ehecked out by the Air 
Force's special squad. known 
as “Project Blue Book,” al- 
thourh the staff was woefully 
small, Of the 10,147 sightings 
since 3197, the Air Force 
insisted that only 6&6 remain 
unexplained — and most of 
these because of insufficient 
information. The others have 
been attributed to planes, 
balloons, astronomical 
eauscs. missiles. swamp gas. 
meteors, fireworks and, in 
some cases, to hallucinations 
and psychological reasons. 

Ball Lightning? 

Philip Klass, avionics edi- 
tor of Aviation Week & Space 
Technology magazine,

On 30 July 1947 DAN NELSON was interviewed at his office, 926 Perrine 
Building, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, relative to his alleged solving of the 


‘Flying Saucer Mystery. 


Subject, whose age is 53, is at present engaged in practicing law and By oes 
is the agent for the Dual Parking Meter Company. Subject advised he is 
married and has two sons, ages seven and ten, residing at 2613 N.W. lyth 
Street, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. Nelson stated he was a sergeant in World 
War I, being wounded in action while serving with Company L, 58th Infantry, 
and thet before entering the service he had an eighth grade education. After 
leaving the service he finished his education and graduated from the University 
of Oklahoma in 1929. He advised that since 1929 he has practiced general 
law in both Norman and Oklahoma City, Oklahoma. 


Subject statod he notified the War Departrent by letter on 19 July 
1947, advising them of his discoveries concerning the Flying Saucer Mystery. 
He received an answer dated 23 July 197 advising him his letter had been 
referred to the Air Forces. NELSON stated he heard no more from the War F 


Department as of 29 July 19\7, at which time he released his statement to 
the "Daily Oklahoman," Oklahoma City local newspaper. 


Subject advised the basis for his theory concerning the Flying Saucer

Mystery was obtained frog simple experiments which he conducted while driving 
his automobile. NELSON stated he believed that many people had seen lights 
or shining objects cast onto their windshields and side ventilator windows 
of their autoaobile and reflected as a saucer or disc shaped object. He 
stated that the movement of the automobile, plus the fact that the glass was 
not a perfect mirror and passing objects could be seen in relation to the 
objects gave them an appearance of great speed. 


Subject advised that the vibration of the car gave the objects an 
appearance of rotating and that the reflections caused them to appear flat 
or saucer shaped. NELSON stated that any number of objects might be seen - 
according to the direction that the car is traveling and the number of bright 
objects being reflected onto the window. He further stated that these objects 


might be seen in an ordinary window in a house according to the lighting - 


s 
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conditions, and that the objects might be either vertical or horizonal. The 
subject related that any change in speed of the car resulted in a change in 
speed of the object, and that changes of direction resulted in a change in 
the angle of travel of the object. 


NELSON stated he has not talked to any persons that had actually seen 
flying saucers or discs but he believed that these reflections plus the . 
excitement and hysteria caused by other reports has been the basis for sost 
flying saucer reports. Subject also stated that this same theory could be 
true in relation to flying saucers seen from aircratt. 


Attached hereto is a detailed statement by NELSON covering his findings 
and explaining his solution to the so-called Flying Saucer Mystery.

The most impressive reports of the so-called flying 
saucers or discs were those from aviators wo clain they 
saw disc-shaped objects flying through the air in various 
formations at high altitudes and at a high rate of epeed, 
The first report was from an aviator who stated that these 
so-called flying discs had a somewhat shiny appearance and 
would fly in formation and change their position from time 
to time. Most reports stated that they appeared in the late 
afternoon or about dusk. 
OSt all reports were to t 
had the appearance of an inverted disc or saucer, and some 
of thea reported that they apreared to be rotatin= in their 
flight. . 

The mystery of the flying saucers or discs may be sol- 
ved by the use of a little applied scicnce along with a 
few simple experiments. 

These flying dises or saucers can be observed by any 
motorist traveling along the highways when the sun is 
cshinin;s on most any afternoox or evening. Durin; the day- 
light most of these so-called flyin; discs are reflections 
from the sun shining upon some bright object in or on the 
automobile driven by the obaerver. For instance, if you 
were driving in a north-westerly direction with the sun 
shinin; on the handle of the front or edie dees on the left 
side of the car, you may notice a shiny object appear in the 
ventilation wing of the window on the drivers left, if it is 


opened to about a 45° angle. 
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“These shiny © :eots may havewrious forn and thére may 
be more than one, depending on the number of reflections. 
They may appear to be in the sky when the driver looks through 
the ventilation wing glass. Their position in the sky depends 
upon the angle at which the object is reflected in the ven- 
tilation wing and the position of the observer. They may have 
various forms but very frequently they are of a saucer shape 
or a flat shape when they appear to be in the sky. 

The ventilation wing during day-light is not of course 
a perfect mirror, therefore, it appears to the driver or ob- 
server that he is actually looking through the zlass into the 
sky. As he moves alonz, the bright objects appear to be 
traveling at a hizh rate of speed in comparison with the 
stationary objects on the ground, or the distant horizon, that 
he sees throuzh the window, or in comparison with the fairtly 
silhouetted objects on the landscape which at times are re- 
flected in the window. 

The flying saucer appears to be traveling in the sam 
general direction as the automobile but sometimes a little to 
the right which cakes it appear that it will eventually cross 
the drivers path. The avparent flight direction of the 
saucer is due to the angle of the ventilation wins glass in 
its relation to the direction in which the car is traveling. 
The number and position of the saucers refleéted in the 7lass 
depend upon the number and contour of objcets reflected there- 
in by the sun. Brizsht objects on a car a-proaching from the 
rear may cast such reflactions on your ventilation winz in 
the daytime.

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“If the venti: ton wing windc.; wore a pe ‘ect mirror the 
objects causing the reflections would appear therein,as well as 
all other objects within range, but the ventilation win: being 
a sort of a semiemirror, does not refloct the objoct but only 
the bright spot, which leaves the impression that the observer 
is actually looking through the glass and thit the object act- 
ually aopgars to be in the sky, or at times a lonz distance 


away. These results are best obtained in the late afternoon, 


The aviators who reported seeing flying discs or saucers, 
undoubtedly were scaing the reflection of brisht objects in or 
on their own plane. They saw the: as reflect-:d in their canopy 
or wind shield, but failed to recognize the: as roflections. 
Otherwise they were reflections from other air craft. 

As the aviator traveled along observinz the novement of 
the dise in comparison with the mountains, clouds or statione 
ary objects on the earth, made them appear to be traveling at 
a high rate of speed. The slopin; angle of the aviators 
wind-shield and his position in the plane wade it anpear that 
the discs were in the sky. The position of the dises also 
denend upon the position of the observer and the angie ct which 
they are reflected in the glass. 

Some of the reports stated that where there were more 
than one flyin disc, they appeared to ba fastened together 
and frequently performed a dipping or risin+s: motion and -hen

Some of tie reports on flying saucers, heretofore not ex- 
plained fn this article, such as those reported sseing brizht 
flashes in the sky, were no doubt reflected sunelight from 
planc3s. These light beams chanced to cross the line of vision 
of tha observer. They frequently appear very brilliant and 
may more or less blind the observer for an instant. If the 
plane is very high it may not be seen by the obsorver, which 
may be due to impaired vision or the great haight at which 
the plane is flying. ‘le very often get these samo blinding 
flashes from automobile wiad-shields, Many of the reports

The foregoing statement may not be coached in precise 
scientific terms, and may not be scientifically exact, how- 
ever, we believe it is so worded that the averazes laysan can 
understand it and that it is sufficiently correct to prove 
the proposition. 

‘Personally, I do not believe that the so-called flyin 
saucers or the solution thereof, are of any military value, 
unless the Government wished to retain this information for 
the psychological effect upon any potential enemy nation,

On 13 October 1950 Atomic Energy Security Patrol Trooper, Edvard D. Rymer;."+; 
and a caretaker, John Moneymaker, from the University of Teunsesce Research, 
at Oak Ridge, sav an object at about 12,000 to 15,000 feet above Soloway Ga 
of the "Control Zone.” This object appeared to be an airoraft vhich was starting 
to make an outside loop, trailing amoke behind. Soon these two men realized that 
the formerly described amoke behind the aircraft was a tail. This object . 
continued to descend in a controlled dive, much slower than an aircraft would 
dive, and when it approached the ground it levelled off ani flew slowly, parallel 


to the ground. This object cams within tvo hunired ani ten (210) feel of the 


two observors and was paralleling the grouni at approximately the speed that a 

man could walk, at a height of approximtely six (6) feet. Trooper Rymer attempted 
to approach the object but as he approached the object became smaller ani started — 
moving in a southeasterly direction, This object is said to bave approached a 
nine (9) foot cyclone chain link fence ani made «4 controlled movement to elear 

the fence, then a Willow tree, then a telephone post ani vire, after vhich the 
object gained momentum and altitude and oleared a hill at approximtely ons (1) 
mile away, The object appeared to be pear shaped.

During the above happenings, Mr. John Moneymaker had visual reference of 
thie object during ite first slight for approximately seven minutes.

Rymer was interrupted twice during which times he called his headquarters in an 
attempt to get other observers, Also, during the fantastic flight of this ; 
object, Trooper Rymer stopped Mr. EF. W. Hightower, who was on the highway in kis 
vehicle, to verify what was being seen.

The talloons are composed of “pigments of synthetic 
rubber” and vary in color, which colors are organic and, therefore, would 
mot cause any reflection on radar equipment. Mr. Holland advised that 
radar readings may de received from echoes, off of moisture saturated clouds, 
certain types of thermos, sce water droplets, and lightening, but he had 
never heard of the reflection of radar waves from radio active material 
although such reflection seems possible if enough radio active material 
was released to cause ionization of particles of air. Kowever, no redio 
active material is Bnown to have been released accidently or intentianally 
during the month of October, which precludes the possibility that the 
radar sightings during October, of objects sighted over Oak Ridge, being 
of retio active matter. 


Ws: During the next two weeks, the Weather Section at the Atomic 
Energy Commiselon will conduct research designed to ascertain 
whether or not the Knoxville Radar Station can receive radar inter- 
ference and/or readings of the radioactive energy ejections at Oak 
Ridges, Tennessee.
